the construction of a wooden horse 
for the discomfort of Germany and 
Russia. 
The paper doesn’t put it quite 
th a t way , but asserts in a manner 
of reproof th a t Britain and France 
are seeking to create a Balkan 
bloc under their domination and 
also to gain control of the all- 
im portant Dardanelles. 
Achievement of such a scheme 
would, of course, be a devastating 
blow at Germany , and a most un­ 
welcome obstruction to Communist 
politico-economic expansion in th at 
strategic area. 
The Red S tar has put its finger 
on a vital spot in the European 
upheaval. 
But 
personally , 
while 
agreeing th at control of the Balk­ 
ans and Dardanelles long has been 
an Allied dream, I should place 
a different interpretation on the 
phenomenon 
which 
is 
unfolding 
rapidly in this cock-pit 
in 
the 
peninsula.

H ungary and the Balkan states 
are in process of being welded in­ 
to a neutral bloc which presum ­ 
ably will be of a defensive nature, 
if and when it is completed. The 
moving spirit in this far-reaching 
enterprise, 
however, 
is 
Signor 
Mussolini, who has his own big 
interests in that region. 
That is, it is the sturdy figure 
of II Duce which we ran see at 
work. Somewhere in this picture 
the Allies fit, but their position 
isn’t so clear. 
It is apparent th a t the Fascist 
leader has the blessings of E ng­ 
land and France. W hat isn’t evi­ 
dent is whether he is getting ac­ 
tive cooperation from the Allied 
brotherhood.

President Still Declines to 
Shed Lig ht o n His 
Third Term Pla ns 


Washington, Nov. 15— (AP) — 
Persons high in Democratic party 
councils 
predicted 
today 
th at 
President Roosevelt would make 
no fight for Democratic conven­ 
tion delegates in preferential pre­ 
liminaries next spring. 
They expressed the opinion that, 
even if Mr. Roosevelt intended to 
run for a third term, he would 
not authorize use of his name on 
the prim ary ballots ui states re ­ 
quiring candidates' consent. 
Instead, 
they 
predicted, 
he 
would rely on uninstructed de e- 
gates and on his chances of pick­ 
ing 
up delegations from states 
pledged to other candidates afte:- 
they had recorded their primary - 
directed preferences in initial vot­ 
ing a t the convention. 
Mr. Roosevelt once more de­ 
clined to shed any light y esterday 
on his third term intentions. 
At

conference, a 
reporter mentioned the week-end 
announcement th at Vice President 
G arner’s name would go before 
the Democratic convention. 
"Does that change y our plans 
in any way , Mr. P resident?” he 
asked.

In Stephenson’s trial, the

poison, refused her medical aid. 
Charges Forgery

OI K GOOD RIGHT ARM 
Now* that the 
a r m s embargo controversy has been set­ 
tled. this country can turn its attention

Those who most vig­ 
orously fought to lift, the embargo are 
t h e most determined 
not to let America become involved in any conflict in which 
her interests are not concerned. This country is not sending 
any army anywhere. 
Our surest means of keeping out of 
j 
trouble, of living in peace with our world neighbors, is to 
couple our undoubtedly peaceful intention wiOi a strong j 


right, arm. 
That right arm is the National Guard of the United 
States, which has just been ordered out for an extra week 
of winter training. 
Map Gen. Roy D Keehn. rommander of 
the 33d division and attached troops making up the Illinois 
National Guard, is sending as many units as possible into 
camp while the weather is still relatively mild. The men 
of the units now ordered out are laying iri supplies of warm 
underclothing and preparing to get as much health and en~ 
j 
jovment as possible out 
o f a week of drilling and skirmishing, 


target firing and marching. 
There is something that Chicago employers can do, not 
at some vague date in the future, but here and now. This is 
to encourage such of their employes as are ordered to camp 
to feel that they are not in disfavor with their managem ents, 
but are doing a genuine service to their country. 
The dem­ 
ocratic ideal is to keep a very small Regular Army and to 
rely in the main upon citizen soldiers. 
That is workable only 
if the citizen soldier knows his job. 
This is not a world in which any country, even behind 
its oceans, can afford to be defenseless. 
Many employers, recognizing the patriotic service of 
the National Guard, are continuing the pay of their em­ 
ployes during the week they are in service. Some will give 
part pay. according to their ability to assume the burden. 
Some may not be able to aid. 
But all can express sympathy 
and hearty good vyiil. 
They will get good will in return. 
A 
corporation having a large number of employes in service 
will find the average customer strangely lenient with any 
shortcomings during the training period. 
It is entirely }><>s 
sible to gain enough good will to make up the lost time and 
end with more profits rather than less. 
Whether this is 
true in the individual case or not, the job has to be done, the 
War Department has ordered the training, and every one of 
us has a patriotic duty to help bv making the task as light 
as possible for those directly concerned. 
The employe who shoulders a rifle is taking his place, as j 
a volunteer, but if he did not it would be necessary to in-j 
crease taxes and hire professional soldiers to undertake 
the same training. 
By going he is doing his share for na­ 
tional defense on one side and to keep down taxes on the 
other. 
Mr Businessman, this is your country. What are you 
going to do about it

I NTLE SAM ( AN TAKE ( ARE OF HIS OW N 
America learned a lot of things from the first World 
War 
Generally they were things that the people of this 
country could have learned without the terrific expense in 
lives and money, if they had just taken the trouble to tackle 
some of the war problems in peace time. 
One of the things the people of this country discovered 
was that the United States was far more nearly self suffi­ 
cient than had been commonh believed. 
When trade routes 
were cut off in 1914 and warring nations couldn't afford to 
export materials they needed badly at home, the brows of 
industry were creased with worry lines. 
Many needed ma 
terials and the benefit from many valuable manufacturing 
secrets were rapidly becoming unavailable, and the United 
States looked sadly toward the day when certain industries, 
particularly chemicals, would have to close and the public 
would have to do without commodities to which they had 
become accustomed. 
Then the laboratories got busy. 
They learned how to 
make optical equipment and they produced dyes which had 
suddenly become unobtainable. New chemical formulae for- 
manufacturing processes were evolved and industry 
as a 
whole began gradually to understand that American 
ge n iu s 
was equal to the new problems. 
Tne problems we looked at with hoi rer in 1914 wv ap­ 
proach today with calm self-assurance. 
The shock of tlie 
first World War was not quickly forgotten, and scientists 
have been experimenting constantly since then in an effort 
to find new substitutes for standard processes 
It was once believed we could obtain rubber only from 
distant tropical places. Stoppage of this supply would have 
been serious enough to sprout gray hairs on the heads of 
all automobile executives and industrialists who need rubber 
for their products. 
But today, concern over this situation is 
only slight. 
Laboratories have produced synthetic rubber. 
It is not yet generally in use, and it probably has not been 
fully developed; but threat of a shortage of the natural prod­ 
uct would nasten research in this field. 
Minerals which this country now imports 
are probable 
lying imbedded in the rocks of America or Alaska, geologists 
believe. 
If certain ores cannot be found, scientists w ill prob­ 
ably find a way to get along without them. 
Self-sufficiency is not a healthful state of affairs for 
the United States. 
Economic intercourse among the na 
tions of tlie world is necessary, and the United States should 
share in this commerce. 
But it is comforting to know that this country is not 
helplessly dependent on other nations to supply materials in 
times of emergency.

Lund Wants Legislators 
To Help Cut State 
Costs 


Found: A man who wants to re* 
duce his o wn salary . State Repre­ 
sentative Arnold L. Lund (R-Riv - 
erside) 
recommended 
y esterday 
that the 204 memb ers o f the Gen­ 
eral Assemb ly impose upo n them­ 
selves (no one else has the po wer) 
a 20 per cent cut in pay. 
Lund has presented his 
eco no my 
plan to Gov. Horner with 
the re­ 
quest tha t the legislature b e per­ 
m itted to consider a b ill to remove 
the 3 per cent sales tax from fo o d. 
He contends that the loss o f rev e­ 
nue can b e made up b y large scale 
reductions 
in 
ex penditure, 
es­ 
pecially in payrolls, without 
af­ 
fecting essential service o r aid to 
the needy. 
Must Start at Horne 
“ If the assemb ly can b e persuad­ 
ed that the cost of state govern­ 
m ent m ust b e drastically 
cut, it 
would b e well for the memb ers to 
s ta rt a t home,” Lund said. 
“The legislators should b e will­ 
ing to decrease their salary of $5 ,- 
000 for two years to $4,000. 
Two 
years ago they voted 
themselves 
an increase from $3,500. I do not 
b elieve that the memb ers are over­ 
paid at present, b ut 
they cannot 
reduce 
elsewhere 
and 
ex empt 
themselves.” 
While the law provides for one 
regular session in each two years, 
usually lasting 
fqr six 
months, 
there are 
often 
special 
sessions 
such as the one 
ex pected to 
be 
called within two weeks. 
Suggests Shorter Sessions 
“A legislature intent upon econ­ 
omy could also shorten the length 
of the regular session,” said Lund. 
“Most of the first four months are 
wasted. The deadline for introduc­ 
tion of b ills and for their report 
out of committee could b e moved 
up three months. 
“The size of committees could b « 
reduced and more work would 
be 
done 
in 
less 
time.”—Chicago
